DANVILLE, Il, Jan. 26.—Judge E. R. 
E. Kimbrough, instigator of the present 
Vermillion County grand jury investi- 
gation of alleged vote buying, going be- 
fore the grand jury today, frankly dis- 
cussed the story being told here that 
he and Mayor Platt, at the time of the 
latter’s elections, rode around the pre- 
cincts in an automobile, carrying money 
to the workers. 

The Judge admitted that he rode 
ardéund the voting places, but he post- 
tively and emphatically denied that he 
carried money for illegitimate use. As a 
part of the interview, Judge Kimbrough 
made it clear that vote buying was not 
a crime in Danville, operating under the 
special city election law, after 18 months 
had passed. 

“Why, yes,” said Judge Kimbrough 
when told of the story being circulated 
about his automobile ride.

true that our automobile carried money 
: to the precincts. But why? 

. “Agtyone who has lived in- Danville 
long know’ that candidates pay off 
their organization men-—ward workers, 
ete.—on the day of election.

Each stroke resounded through the 
basement corridors of the big exchange 
building with a. noise as sharp as the 
report of a rifle.

John Burton of Alton went to trial 
Thursday at Edwardsville on a charge 
of strangling two men to death, and his 
will be one of the most remarkable 
criminal trials in the history of Illi- 
nois courts. Burton, a 6-footer, and an 
amateur wrestler of note, killed Leo 
Wentz and Louis Weibracht, his com- 
panions on a drinking spree, Aug. 12, 
last. 

Burton is a plumber, and had been 
paid for work at Marine, Ill., that day. 
Wentz was a saloon keeper at Marine, 
and Burton spent some of his money in 
Wentz’ place, drinking with Weibracht. 
At 11. o'clock that night Wentz sug- 
gested that they go for the night to 
an unoccupied house he owned, and they 
accepted. 

At midnight Burton broke in on Wil-

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liam Reynolds, who lives near the 
house, and told him that he had got 
into trouble with his. companions.

He accompanied+ Burton to the 
house, and found the two men dead on 
the floor. : 
Self-Defense Plea. 

Burton said that the men had taken 
his purse containing $20. His defens2 
will be based on this statement, and 
he will plead that he was forced to kil! 
the men in self-defense. 

By getting Wentz’s head between his 
knees and Weibracht’s head under ni4@ 
arm, Burton, a giant in strength, was 
able to strangle both men at once, 
according to his story. The struggls¢ 
occurred in the dark, and he is its only 
surviving witness. When he took Rey- 
nolds to the house he pointed ont 
Wentz’s body as that of the man whom 
he had caught between his knees, and 
gave the explanation of the tragedy 
upon which he relies for his defense. 

Relatives of Wentz and W'eibrach: 
declared that they could not have been 
capable of attempting robbery. They 
were so indignant that there woulkl 
have been violence, it was generally 
agreed, if the Sheriff had not taken 
Burton away from Marine before day- 
light. 

State’s Attorney Gillham, who is pros- 
ecuting the case, said Thursday that evi- 
dence would be introduced to show thore 
was no element of self-defense in the 
slaying, and declared that he would ask 
for a verdict for first-degree murder. 

‘Burton is a son of Alderman-George 
Burton of Alton, who was Acting May- 
or of the town when the killing. hap- 
pened. He is _represented by John J. 
Breholt of Alton. 

Breholt said that the absence of any 
motive for the killing, and the friendly 
relations between the three men prior 
to it, would be used to show that\it was 
not premeditated and that Burton act- 
ed in self-defense. Both sides announced 
ready when the case was called, and 
the work of selecting a jury went ahead 
without delay. »

The 
product that he was manufacturing 
caused his downfall. His wife obtained 
a divorce from him and took their two 
sons—Julius Jr. and John—to live in Chi- 
cago, where they now reside. 

“His two sons have both grown up 
and have been successful in the pack- 
ing business. The namejof his four 
brothers who live in Chicago are Chris- 
tian, -William, Frank and John, and 
they are worth fully ‘a million dollars 
each.”’ 

“Tempel, at one time, was worth at 
least $100,000, but I have been informed 
that drink got the better of him, though 
until he had amassed a fortune he was 
drinker. 3 

“I met Tempel in Chicago in 1901, and 
hardly knew him. He looked like a 
tramp. Six months later he came to 
my home in St. Louis and asked for aid. 
I took him in,and nursed him back to 
health. I got him a place as coachman 
for a family in Benton, but he did not 
hold the job long. He filled other sim- 
ilar positions, but he couldn't seem to 
stay in one place. 

‘‘When I identified him at the morgue, 
I had not seen hi... for four years.’’

FOUND IN ANCIENT TOMBS 


‘Gold Rush Aided Scientists to 
Unearth Many Valuable Tro- 
phies Without Labor. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2%.—Dr. Marshall 
H Saville, professor of archaeology at 
Coftumbia University, has returned from 
Wouader, after heading an expedition 
among the ruins of an ancient civiliza- 
tion. He and his assistants have 
Drought back the most complete collec- 
tion in the world of relics of Ecuador’s 
lost tribes. 

The party narrowly escaped death sev- 


eral times. Two of them were arrested 
as spies, and were detained several 
days until Prof. Saville appealed per- 
sonaliy to the President of Ecuador. 
A gold rush in the heart of Ecuador 
enabled Prof. Saville to obtain his 
antiques without troublé of excavating 
for them in tombs centuries.old, 
Gold Rush Discovery. 


It was in the neighborhood of Angel, 


in the Province of Carchi, many miles 
infland from Ecuador’s coast that the 
‘gold rush took place. In digging an ir- 


rigation trench the laborers. found an. 


ancient tomb containing, not only rare 
specimens of pottery, beads and other 
things usualiy buried with’ the ‘bodies 
of Indians of that country, but many 
gold ‘and silver ornaments. 

The discoverers figured that the gold 
and silver made into ornaments were ex- 
tracted from ore bodies thereabouts. 

The Hillsides near Angel were ‘soon 
lined with excavators. Before the’ ex- 
citement subsided, at least 3000 tombs 
had been opened and several hundred 
thousand dollars in gold, silver and 
precious stones had been marketed. 

All the ornaments of gold and silver 
went into the melting pots but other 
relics found in the tombs were not of 
a marketable value and thousands of 
them were gathered by the Saville 
party. ? 

Natives Once Civilized. 

‘The collection probably will go to the 

American Museum of Natural History. 


The data obtained by the party shows’ 


that the district explored was densely 
- populated by a highly civilized people at 
_ gome time prior to the beginning of the 

fifteenth century. The natives’ were 
proficient in utilizing metals and gems 
which nature placed within their reach, 
showing skill in plating copper with 
_giiver and gold. The explorers came 
‘across the remains of stone forts, sur- 
mounting hills; apparently built to re- 
- sist an invasion 500 years ago.

orm and were saved by a native shep- 
herd several days later, as they Were 
nearing the limit of endurance. Others 
of the party had perilous adventures 
with hostile native tribes and narrow 
escapes from plunging over the preci- 
pices into the ravines, which intersect 
the lower ledges.

I called up the .express 
company and protested against paying 
the charges. 

Did Not Get Refund, 
“Tl was told that if I would pay the 
charges the company would refund the 
amount. I paid it, and took a receipt. 
I have called twice at the express com- 
pany’s office for the-refund, but. have 
been refused each time. 
“The excuse given me is that the com- 
pany could not find the record of the 
delivery. 

“It seems to me that there ought to 
bgsome protection for the public against 
ben ot ci iss an «Ce eS on te? ee 
Attorney General Major has caused to 
be introduced in the Legislature a bill 
giving the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission full power to regulate the 
express charges in cities. 

Many Complaints Made. 

Numerous complaints were made 
against the express arbitrary system 
about a year ago, and they were inves- 
tigated by the commission. An order 
was issued directing the express com- 
panies to extend the boundaries of their 
free delivery service, particularly in 
North and South St. Louis, but the order 
was ignored. 

The commission was without power to 
enforce the order. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s bill seeks to confer power upon 
the commission to enforce all orders re- 
lating to the delivery”of packages. 


BILLS TO REMOVE ROOSEVELT 
GAGS ON CLERKS ARE PUSHED 


Congress Asked to Restore Free- 
dom of Speech, Denied by 


Former President.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—An_ effort 
will be made to obtain fram -Congress 
legislation restoring freedom of speech 
to employes in the Government service. 
Under existing conditions all clerks are 
prohibited from criticising any feature 
of the administration or expressing opin- 
ions on topics relating to the ‘service. 

Government clerks were bound and 
gagged when President Roosevelt is- 
sued an executive order restricting their 
liberty, so far as thinking and speaking 
is concerned. Recently Oscar F. Nelson, 
now president of the National Federa- 
tion of Postoffice Clerks, made some ob- 
servations concerning the insanitary 
conditions prevailing in the postoffice at 
Chicago and promptly was dismissed. 
This resulted in a movement for restora- 
tion to the clerks of their rights as 
citizens. 

Senator Jones and Representative 
Poindexter, of Washington, have intro- 
duced bills intended to give the clerks 
freedom of speech. A hearing will be 
given to Jones Friday by the Senate 
Committee on Civil Service and Re- 
trenchment.

Lee Christmas Makes Brilliant 
and Successful Night Attack 
on Seaport. 


DAVILA’S GUNBOAT FLEES 
President Taft to Send Senate 


Secret Message on Morgan 
Proposal. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The city 


of Ceiba, Honduras, fell imto the 
hands of the revolutionists last night 
after a brilliant infantry and artil: 
lery attack by the 6000 men under 


command of the American soldier of 
fortune, Gen. Lee Christmas, accord- 
ing to dispatches received today at 
the State Department. 

The attacking party of revolution- 
ists, the dispatch says, outpointed 
the Honduran army both in discipline 
and numbers, and the Honduran gun- 
boat Tatumbla is said to have fled at 
the first sign of attack. No Amer- 
icang were injured nor any American 
property damaged. 

The State Department was advised 
yesterday that Gen. Christmas, at the 
head of his army, was at the gates 
of the city and was about to begin an 
attack which, in the opinion of mili- 
tary experts on the scene, promised 
to be successful and materially aid 
the cause of Manuel Bonilla, the lead- 
er of the Honduran revolution. 

Christmas was called into a con- 
ference between Capt. Davis, the 
commanding officer of American na- 
va] vessels in Honduran waters, and 
the commanding officer of the Brit- 
ish ship Brilliant. These officers in- 
formed Christmas of the location of 
the various neutral zones fm the ‘city 
and warned him not to permit any of 
his attacking fire to enter these 
zones. He assented. 

Taft Will Advise Senate, 

President Taft will send to the Senate 
today a confidential note accompanied 
by the recent treafy signed by Secre- 
tary Knox of the State Department and 
Juan Parades, Minister of Finance for 
Honduras, calling for a certain super- 
vision of the customs of Honduras in the 
event of the consummaaon of the loan 
which that country is endeavoring to 
negotiate with J. Pierpont Morgan for 
$12,000,000 The General Assembly of 
Honduras has yet to ratify the terms 
upon which the firm of Morgan & Co. 
will lend the money. The matter has 
been before the Assembly fog..more than 
a month. 

‘Secretary Knox hopes, wy having the 
Senate ratify the treaty, to stop the 
revolution in Honduras. He has want- 
ed to interfere right along, but has had 
no ground on which to proceed. Acting 
Secretary of State Huntington Wilson, 
who has been handling diplomatic rela- 
tions in Central America, believes that 
it is time the United States stopped the 
revolt. If it proceeds to the point of 
Bonilla’s capturing two or more of the 
remaining strongholds of the Govern- 
ment, there will be nothing left of the 
Davila regime and no ground for inter- 
ference. 

Bonilla Objects to Fee. 

It is stated upon reliable authority 
that the reason why the State Depart- 
ment is anxious to have the loan nego- 
tiations consummated under. Davila is 
because Bonilla, though in favor of the 
loan, is against paying out a large fee 
to the Morgan house for handling it. 
He says he is willing to pay a reasonble 
fee, but fears that if tne matter pro- 
ceeds along the same lines as Davila is 
pushing it, Morgan & Co. will get some- 
thing like a quarter of a million do}. 
lars in fees.

street and off. 

She has been doing this here and 


elsewhere for three years, and not one 
of the thousands of persons they have 


that shé was & woman. 

To the public she is Gus Seib and he 
is ‘“‘Prince’’ Gallano, a professional 
hypnotist, but in private life they are 
Mr. and Mrs. Siedenberg. 

They are staying in St. Louis at the 
Rillings Hotel, Seventh and Walnut 
streets. He is giving exhibitions in 
vaudeville ‘theaters and moving picture 
houses. 

Accident Revealed Secret, 

Gallano was given a great deal 
of notice by the newspapers. over -all 
the country three: years ago when it 
was discovered in New York, through 
an accident on a street car, that for 
nine years she had been wearing men’s 
clothing and working as a man. Again 
she came int6 public notice when it was 
learned that she was one of the many 
wives of Johann Hoch, the Chicago 
Bluebeard who was hanged for murder- 
ing one of his wives. 

- Prince Gallano would rather see his 
wife dress as other men’s wives do. 

“I want her to wear women’s clothing 
and go around as my wife,” said he 
Thursday. 

“Never will a corset and a skirt ham- 
per me again,” she declafes. ‘‘For nine 
years before I met him .I wore men’s 
clothing. I'm used to them now, and 
I'm going to wear ’em as long as I live.” 


Married a Deceiver. 
“Gus"’ lighted a fresh cigarette, in- 
haled the stnoke and blew a cloud of it 
from her lungs and went on: 

“Thirteen years ago, when I was a 
girl In Birenbach, Germany, you couldn't 
have hired me to put on trousers and 
wear them in public. Then I married 
a man who I supposed ‘was Franz Un- 
verzagt. That was the name he gave. 
He insured my life for $2000, I became 
very sick shortly afterward, and tf 
deserted me, and came to America. 
followed to New York to try and at 
him, because I loved him. When my 
money was almost spent, I had to go to 
work. 

“I felt that, freed of my skirts and 
long hair, I would have a better chance 
to. get work, and to find my husband. 
I bought a whole outfit of young nien’s 
clothing with my last money, and went 
to work as a walter in a restaurant. 
From the first no one suspected that 
I was a woman. For niné years I did 
a man’s work. To make my disguise 
the more perfect, I learned to smoke, 
drink and swear. Little by little I got 
so I could smoke the longest and black- 
est cigars, and could drink as much 
as any of my companions. 

“Then I fell from a street car, and 
was hurt. I was taken to Bellevue 
Hospital, and there it was discovered 
that I was.a womg@h. When I came out 
of the hospital my secret was too well 
known for me to keep it, and when I 
put on my men’s clothing they arrested 
me, and I was sent to Blackwell's 
Island for five days for masquerading 
in man’s attire. 

Insisted on, Costume." 

“Later on I discovered that the hus- 
band, for whom I had been looking nine 
years, was Johann Hoch, who had eight 
kriown wives and who was hanged in 
Chicago for the murder of one of them. 

“Three years ago I met Galliano and 
we fel] in love. He wished me to marry 
him, but insisted that first I must chuck 
away the trousers and dress as a wom- 
an. I wanted to marry him all right, 
but I said: 

“Tf you take me, you’ve got to take 
me as IT am, man’s clothes and all, for 
I'd rather die than stumble around in a 
skirt again.’ 

“We couldn’t find a preacher who 
would marry us while I dressed as a 
man. You ought to have seen the preach- 
ers stare when we walked tn and asked 
to be married. Finally I borrowed a 
dress and hat from a woman friend and 
I was married in them, then I wert 
back to the trousers and the derby hat.” 

Explaing to Police, 

This woman who looks like a man ac. 
companies her husband in all his trav- 
els. They go to many different cities. 
and wherever they go now he calls on 
the Chief of Police, explains the cir- 
cumstances and gets a permit for his 
wife to wear man's clothing. He did 
that in St. Louis. 

“Gus. Selb” wears a man’s shoe, and 
she walks with a man’s careless stride. 
She wore Thursday a suit of brown 
cloth, the coat a sack and the bottoms 
of the tro turned up to avoid the 
mud in the street. The cigarette which 
she generally has between her fingers 
or in her mouth completes the decep- 
tion. 

“At first I used to stoop and reach 
for my skirts when I went to board a 
car or cross a muddy street,” she said. 
“But that was long ago, and now 1! 
swing on @ car as well as any man.”

LAST OF GOEBEL 
MURDER CHARGES 
AS DISMISSED 


Court Docket at oe at Prawkfirt Is 
Cleared of Indictments Brought 
-- Bleven Years Ago. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 26.—The dis. 
missal of Gov. Goebel murder indict- 
ments against William Culton, Wharton 
Golden and Green Golden, has cleared 
the records of the Circuit Court here of 


Goebel indictments for the first time in 
almost eleven years. Gov. Goebel was 
shot down within a few feet of the 
statehouse Jan. 30, 1900, and indictments 
were returned as soon after as the legal 
machinery could be set in motion. : Only 
the three cases now dismissed remained 
to be tried. 

Commonwealth Attorney Franklin sub- 
mitted his motions in writing. As to 
the Culton case he said: 

“The undersigned says that for years 
he has been hearing that W. H. Culton 
had departed this life. Undersigned 
further says that being informed as to 
the facts surrounding the assassination 





ot Gov. William Goebel, and knowing 


the history of this case, he does not be- 
lieve a jury would find this defendant 
guilty if he were alive and put on trial. 
I therefore move Your Honor that the 
indictment-be dismissed.” 

In the Wharton Golden case the mo- 
tion reads: 

“During the years that have passed 
since the assassination of Gov. William 
Goebel I have learned much as to who 
were guilty of participation in tha 
crime. I am acquainted with the his- 
tory of the ‘Goebel assassination cases.’ 
I do not believe that a conviction of the 
defendant could or ought to be had. ‘I 
feel ‘hat the commonwealth ought not 
to be put to the expense of a trial of 
this indictment. I therefore move that 
it be dismissed.” 

Practically the same language is used 
in the Green Golden case.

In his affalysis of the new charter, in 
his two St. Louis speeches, Chairman 
Lehmann will undertake to show how it 
will greatly increase the powers of the 
city over public service corporations 
and the granting of franchises, as. well 
as to increase the efficiency of the city 
‘administration. 

Chairman Lehmann will answer fully 
the objection. raised by Sheridan Web- 
ster, leader of the opposition to the new 
charter, that the omission of the word 
construct in -the section of the charter 
relating to municipal ownership of pub- 
lic utilities was a fatal defect. 

“The word acquire is a much broader 
word than construct,’ said Chairman 
Lehmann to. a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday. “It means not only that the 
city may huild its own utilities, but that 
it may get them by purchase or ‘gift, 
if anybody should be so generous as to 
wish to give a public utility plant to the 
city. The word acquire is a better word, 
and gives the city ample authority to 
construct utilities. 

“The charter is so written that it 
gives the broadest possible powers of 
public utility corporations, and gives 
the city every needed power to acquire 
and operate utilities, if it desires.’’ 

The first section of the new charter 
was written by Chairman Lehmann for 
the specific purpose of conferring very 
broad powers upon the city. That sec- 
tion says that the inhabitants of’ the 
city of St. Louis may “acquire proper- 
ty, real, personal and mixed by any 
and all lawful means, within or without 
the liimts of the city or of the State of 
Missouri, may hold, use or dispose of 
such property as the public interest may 
require, may own, lease and operate 
public utilities and may do any act, ex- 
ercise any power and render any service 
which contributes to the general serv- 
ice. L 

This clause was modeled after the gen- 
eral welfare clause of the United. States 
Constitution, and w intended to con- 
fer all the powers upon tne city possible 
within constitutional limitations. This 
section alone, regardiess of other sec- 
tions, in the opinion of the Freeholders, 
gives the city ample power to build, own 
-and operate any and all kinds of pub- 
lic utilities.

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CHILD-LABOBR. 

A number of organizations, broadly representa- 
tive of the public opinion of Missouri, have in- 
dorsed the bill introduced in the State Senate 
to amend and enlarge the scope of the present 
law regulating child labor. 

Child labor in Missouri is not remotely sugges- 
tive of the sinister and extensive practice it has 
become in other commonwealths. It is a very 
limited evil here. It is purposed to prevent the 
possibility of its growth by an effective prohibi- 
tory law of state-wide application. 

Like the factory ingpection law, the present 
child labor law operates only in cities of 10,000 
of more. The new law will exempt no territory, 
within the State’s limits. The exception in the 
present law, permitting children under 14 to. work 
in.establishments where less than 10 are em- 
jlayed is to be repealed. Children under the age 
timit are to be disqualified from laboring in any 
establishment, regardless of the number em- 
ployed, or in any city or town, regardless of its 
population. The size of the establishment or of 
the place is not to be construed as an act of 
enablement for child labor in this State. 

The proposed law,’ however, embodies certain 
exceptions: For example, children will be per- 
mitted to work “at agricultural pursuits and in 
domestic service;” but where the present law 
limits the hours of labor in such vocations to 54 
hours a week, the proposed law sets the limit at 
48 hours, or, in other words, an eight-hour day. 

In order to prevent evasion or violation of the 
law through collusion, or by the avarice of un- 
natural parents or unscrupulous guardians, the 
new law insists upon certificates so detailed in 
character and so authoritatively signed as to 
make the illegal: employment of children exceed- 
ingly difficult. The bill should pass. ©

The worst appeal to popular prejudice on the 
part of the opponents of the new charter- is 
embodied in the posters and cards scattered 
broadcast denouncing the code as a,gBig Cinch” 
charter. We take it that “Big Cinch” refers to 
a combine of interests wanting franchises, hold- 
ing franchises, owning or controlling public util- 
ities and public service ‘privileges. 3 

The Post-Dispatch during its whole existence 
has fought these interests whenever they at- 
tacked or menaced the interests of the people. 
We have exposed crooked projects and the 
corrupt methods of franchise grabbers. We have 
denounced their tools. We have directed the 
forces of publicity and law against the oppres- 
sions of public service corporations. 

In supporting the new charter the Post-Dis- 
patch feels assured that it is serving the public 
interest. We favor the new charter because the 
old charter has proved a bulwark for the spolia- 
tions and oppressions of the so;called “Big 
Cinch.” It provides no check upon its greed. 
It maintains the power of spoilsmen and boodle 
bosses, the tools of the plutocratic interests. All 
the anti-public interests want the old charter. 

The Post-Dispatch favors the new charter be- 
cause it offers protection against franchise grab- 
bers; because it enables the people to destroy 
the corrupting influences and oppressive power 
of the special interests. Many of ‘the 27 progres- 
sive provisions in the new charter, mentioned 
by the Post-Dispatch as vital points of advance, 
are direct safeguards against the corruption and 
oppression of .public service interests and spoils 
combines. We submit a few weighty considera- 
tions which have governed our judgment on 
this question: 

A charter which provides for a referendum 
on franchises is not a “Big Cinch” charter. 

A charter which provides for municipal 
ownership, service and rate regulation of pub- 
lic utilities is not a “Big Cinch” charter.

A charter which destroys the power of the 
spoilsmen is not a “Big Cinch” charter. 

A charter which prevents the control of the 
city government by spoils bosses and spoils 
machines is not a “Big Cinch” charter, 

A charter which stops franchise boodling in 
the municipal legislature is not a “Big Cinch” 
charter. : 

A charter which prevents the overcapitaliza- 
tion of public utility corporations is not a “Big 
Cinch” charter. 

A charter which enables the city to issue 
bonds on the plants and earnings of its own 
public utilities is not a “Big Cinch” charter. 

A charter which abolishes the House of Del- 
egates, the stronghold of the boodle bosses, is 
not a “Big Cinch” charter. 

A charter which enables the city to save 
interest by using the sinking funds to retire 
any bonds and to control the price of city bonds, 
ig not a “Big Cinch” charter. 


The charge that citizens of standing, charac- 
ter and reputation who helped to make the.char- 
ter or who are supporting it, are prompted by 
sordid motives or are the subservient tools of 
interests inimical to the public welfare, is dem- 
agogic.

she said repeatedly that with the completion of) 


her large work on the hygienic treatment of dis- 
ease she expected to die, and several times ex- 
pressed the fear that she ‘would not live to com- 
Plete it. 

Her eccentric dress was her protest against the 
unhygienic garb of her sex, and withal her man- 
nish appearance when wearing it, was neverthe- 
less thoroughly a woman. 

Dr. Dodds was in full possession of all her 
faculties up to the moment of her death, which 
was painless, and due entirely to old age.

SHERIDAN WEBSTER IN 1909. 
Sheridan Webster, who is one of the most yvol- 
uble opponents of the new charter, made a Aci 
before the Board of Freeholders, May 21, 1909, in 
which he strongly advocated many of the provi- 
siong now in the new charter. The following 

are excerpts from Mr. Webster’s remarks: 

I want to say that I would advise that the 
one house system should be adopted in the 
new charter instead of the two-house system. 
Have only one house. I would have it a body 
with a much larger representation than the 
present Council. Twenty-eight would be all 
right, or so would 30, or 80 would any other 
number. I would not have the members of 
the house elected from districts. That the 
people in different parts of the city have 
different districts {s a mistake. I want to 
say that is was adopted in the first place 
simply on the theory of checks and balances. 
I want to quote what Gladstone said on con- 
servatism and liberalism: “Conservatism was 
distrust of the people qualified by theory, and 
liberalism was trust of the people qualified by 
prudence.” Two houges serve only the pur- 
pose of conflicting matters, a loose responsi- 
bility, and all that sort of thing. There is no 
good purpose served in two houses if you 
trust those two houses and give to the people 
those things with which no people should be 
trusted. 

Modern charters take the other view. They 
concentrate the authority, giving the public 
official more power, but holding him directly 
under the control of the people. It is proper 
that the official should have all the powers 
necessary to execute his duties, but it is not 
necessary that he should have any more power 
than that. I say there ig no such thing as 
holding him under the control of the péople, 
unless he has the right, as every many in 
business has, to discharge one of his employes 
whenever he wants to. Suppose you are run- 
ning a retail dry goods store, and have em- 
ployed a manager and a clerk. Suppose they 
are doing some underhand work, and you have 
employed them for a period of four years. If 
they continue this neglect of duty, and your 
only recourse is to bring action at the end 
of the four years, it is sort of a helpless situ- 
ation for you. I would say that you could 
not manage your business at all, Those two 
men could put you out of business no matter 
if all the others er were absolutely 


faithful.

That’s the interesting question being 
asked by Prof. Charles Zueblin, former- 
ly of the University of Chicago, at 
present a lecturer and writer on social 
and economic topics. Prof. Zueblin 
makes his home in Boston, and he has 
just brought out a book called ‘“‘De- 
mocracy ‘and the Overman.”’ 

He is a tall, spare person, with keen 
gray eyes and a chin, and he has ideas, 
and he disclosed some of them during 
our chat at the National Arts Club yes- 
terday. 

I had suggested that the thousand- 
dollar husband make a mighty effort 
to increase his income. 

But Prof. Zueblin has a different so- 
lution. 

‘The woman should simply be given 
an equal chance with the man to earn 
the money her intellectual and social 
possibilittes may require,’”’ he asserted. 

“Children, church and culsine no 1ong- 
er monopolize the energies of the mod- 
ern healthy woman, because the major 
part of her household activities have 
been eliminated by the industrial revo- 
lutions. There is not enough domestic 
work for all of woman’s time, any more 
than there is agricultural work for man. 
With relief froém her former obligations 
there has come an increase in industrial 
latitude, but still there is no general 
relation between service and income. 
Wives have no claim upon any definite 
sum; they are dependent upon the gen- 
erosity of their husbands.” 

“But so many wives are self-sup- 
porting nowadays,” I suggested. 

“Not the majority. There are millions 
of women whose capacity is never test- 
ed, because whatever be their intellec- 
tual, spiritual or social possibilities, 
they are the recipients of charity. The 
charity may be disguised by the love 
of a devoted husband, but they are 
still stunted by subservience to a pa- 
triarchal administration. 

“There is no question but that the 
average woman is the inferior of the 
average man in development. But 
that is the woman’s misfortune, not

control of her life as man enjoys. She 
must receive her wages. 

“But if she does not marry, are 
there not ‘many wage-earning pro- 
fessions open to her?” 

“The majority of women have to 
marry,’’ declared Prof. Zueblin. ‘‘They 
have no alternative. Most of them, 
happily, wish marriage and many of 
them find appropriatg husbands, but 
there is not sufficient opportunity for de- 
liberate choice. The censequence is 
that quite innocently, having been 
trained from infancy to take the step, 
multitudes of women marry and live 
with men whom they do not love. 

“Another result of economic de 
pendence is even more conspicuous. It 
is woman’s method of circumlocution. 

‘Whether it is during the courting 
illusion, or in rifling her husband’s 
pockets, or in accomplishing benefits 
for him in subtle ways beyond his pon- 
derous masculHne comprehension, she Is 
all the time perfecting the arts of 
hypocrisy. 

“But the mgst degrading aspect of the 
wageless wife situation is the exist- 
ence of that shameful conception, the 
unwritten law. It is a simple, brutal 
assertion to the effect that woman 
is man’s choicest plece of property, 
for which, when violated, he may take 
his own revenge. But it is not an at- 
tribute of affection to do this; it is 
merely the preperty instinct which is 
stung.” 

“Tf the wife were economically inde- 
pendent, do you think she would be 
more apt to remain true to her hus- 
band?” I questioned. 

‘“‘Emphatiocally yes,’’ he rejoined. ‘In 
the first place, women would not be 
forced to marry a financial lord and 
master, but their marriage would mean 
entering a business partnership, equally 
fair on both sides. They would be like- 
ly to desire a longer acquaintance be- 
fore marrying than they demand today. 

“Then relations after marriage would 
be infinitely more pleasant. The han- 
dicap on fellowship is one of the seri- 
ous defects of the evonomic dependence 
of the wife. There is little camaraderie 
between many married couples. This 
is partly temperament, but it is pri- 
marily due to the husband’s monopoly 
of the pocketbook.

PLANT IN JAPAN 





Carroll Miller Explains Diffi- 
culty to Public Service 


Commission. 

The experience of a lighting corpera- 
tion in a new field were related to the 
Public Service Commission of St. Louis 
yesterday by Carroll Miller of Provi- 
dence, R. I., at the public hearing given 
to the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co, by the commission. 

Miller, who is in charge of the plant 
of a gas-light corporation in Providence, 
was sent by the American capitalists 
to establish a gas plant at Osaki, Japan. 
He told the. commission he was occu- 
pied nearly four years in preliminary 
negottations, such as the perfecting of 
franchises, and said that 15 per cent of 
the capital was consumed in-this pre- 
liminary work. He declared the lawing 
of mains began Sept. 22, 1904, and it was 
the latter part ef 1906 before the first 
dividend, at the rate of 3 per cent per 
annum, was paid. 

He declared that it cost 60 cents in 
Japanese money to put each $1 worth 
of business on the books, although the 
residents of Osaki were greatly inter- 
ested in the work from the first, and 
little advertising was therefore needed. 
He told how, after the plaint began pro- 
ducing, the city of Osaki began to in- 





ji quire where it came in, and a compro- 


mise was reached by which the city took 
5 per cent of the -net earnings.

NEW PULLMAN RATES SAVE 
ENOUGH FOR PORTER'S TIP 


Reduced Prices for Upper and 
Lower Berths in - Effect 
Next Wednesday. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—The Pullman com- 














pany announces that next Wednesday 


the new rate rules, which include a 
nation-wide reduction of 2 per cent 
in practically all upper berth rates and 
a Gut ranging from 2% cents to $1, or 20 
per cent, on lower berths, go into ef- 
fect, 

The new tariffs, which have been filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, provide that where the lower berth 
rate is $1.50 the rate for the upper berth 
shall be $1.25, and where the lower berth 
rate is more than $1.50, the upper berth 
rate will be 20 per cent less. 

A new feature of the scheme is the 
establishment of an intermediate lower 
berth rate. Heretofore a rate of. $1.50 
has ‘been collected for certain short 
runs, and the next higher rate was $2. 
In the revised rates $1.75 and $2.25 have 
been put in for some cases.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 26.—Chairman 
August Herrmann of the National Com- 
mission read with idterest Hugh S. Ful- 
lerton’s account of the scandals which 





have harassed baseball since his quar- 


rels with rival owners and officials. 


Herrmann did not care to go into a long 
discussion of Murphy’s baseball deal- 
ings, but stated that Mr. Fullerton’s 
story was in accordance with the facts 
as he understood them. He added that 


the Cub president was a constant vio- 
lator of baseball laws which brought 
his pame before the National Commis- 
sion. 

Concerning the scandals of the Chi- 
cago team, Mr. Herrmann said: 

“Murphy must stand or fall on his 
record in baseball. Nothing that I can 
say will either add to or detract from 
hoe fact. Every baseball man must 
be judged by his acts. The fans of Chi- 
cago are thoroughly conversant with 
Mr. Murphy’s baseball activities; they 
must be the judges. There can be no 
doubt that the scandals in which the 
Chicago club has become involved have 
injured baseball. Mr. Hugh Fuller- 
ton’s story setting forth the ‘succes- 
sion of scandals’ is in accordance with 
the facts as I understand them, so any 
comment I might make would be su- 
perfluous. 

Commission Easy on Murphy. 

‘‘Mr. Murphy is fond of telling base- 
ball writers he is being persecuted. No 
man has ever been treated with more 
consideration by the National Commis- 
sion or the National League. Time aft- 
er time we have ignored the Chicago 
man’s mistake for the good of the 
game. 

“Yet he is continually breaking base- 
ball laws, necessitating appeals to the 
National Commission. The Ottumwa 
and Columbus cases are good examples. 

“If by his utterances and acts he is 
convicting himself of being a baa man 
for baseball, nothing that I do or say 
will square him with the American peo- 
ple. 

“Mr. Murphy has been a fortunate 
magnate. Breaking into the game on a 
shoestring, six years ago, he has won 
four pennants and two world’s cham- 
pionships. Perhaps this sudden pros- 
perity has turned his head.

He beat Keyes up 
against the ropes, and forced him to 
cover and stall. 

From that time on it was one hum- 
mer of a fight. Brown was always first 
out of. his corner at the bell, first to 
rush in, and constantly on the aggres- 
sive, Keyes, foxy old ring general, sim- 
ply set himself and waited for a chance 
to nail the little fellow as he rushed 
in.

With another kiss they parted, and 
from that moment Mrs. Arnold has nev- 
' er seen her child. When Dorothy did 
not reach home for dinner the family 
became alarmed, for though she was 2 
years old, she had never absented her- 
self from home for a single meal with- 
out sending word to her mother.
